Few people realize the serious situation which confronts corn grow- 
ers this year. Last year the situation was bad enough, but thanks to 
the carry-over from the 1923 crop, there was sufficient seed corn to 
supply all who wanted it. That condition does not exist this year. 
The old corn fit for seed has been practically all used up and due to 
extremely cold, wet, freezing weather during late October, very little 
new crop corn shows a germination high enough for seed purposes. 
It is safe to say that practically no new corn which was standing out 
of doors in the field or in cribs during the heavy freezes of October 
and November will germinate properly now. As a result of these con- 
ditions we have found it very difficult to lay in our usual stock of good 
North Dakota seed corn. In fact our supply is scarcely more than half 
of normal as we have thrown out all lots which are not up to our stand- 
ard of high germination.

Golden Dent—Just as Gehu and Squaw Flint are known as 
the earliest Fint varieties in the world, so it is perfectly safe to 
say that Golden Dent is the earliest Dent variety in the world. 
Even this year when most of the corn in this territory showed a 
moisture content of from 25 to 30 percent the lst of November, 
this variety was ripe enough and dry enough to thresh out with 
an ordinary threshing machine. The name is quite descriptive 
of the appearance, as the color is a bright golden, in fact, almost 
an orange color. The ears are small, but because of the fact that 
the cob is much smaller than is usual with an early variety, it 
shells out more pounds of shelled corn per bushel of ear corn 
than any variety that is grown in this territory.

Minsoy Soy Beans—In a series of trials carried on at the 
North Dakota Agricultural College this variety proved to be 
the earliest Soy Bean available every year with the exception of 


1924. The peculiar weather conditions during that season. 
seemed to alter some of the characteristics of this variety so that 
they matured at the same time instead of ahead of the Wiscon- 
sin Black variety. It seems safe to state as a result of these 
trials that in a normal season this variety will mature before any 
other variety which is now available. The plant has a somewhat 
shorter growth than the other varieties, but is desirable because 
of its upright habit and the fact that the plants are abundantly 
loaded with seed pods. The kernel is a clear yellow color like 
some of the later varieties and has a brown eye. It is desirable 
for its color because of the fact that hogs when feeding on the 
crop in the field can see the yellow kernels more readily than is 
the case with some of the darker colored varieties. When you 
start growing Soy Beans, we strongly recommend that you 
obtain a supply of the Minsoy, as this is only the second year 
that they have been available on a commercial scale, having 
been developed at the Minnesota Experiment Station just a 
few years ago.
